BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW10.82.090 and 2004 ¢ 121 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) Except as provided in subsection (2) of this section, financi al
obligations inposed in a judgnment shall bear interest fromthe date of
t he judgnent until paynent, at the rate applicable to civil judgnents.
Al'l nonrestitution interest retained by the court shall be split
twenty-five percent to the state treasurer for deposit in the public
safety and education account as provided in RCW43.08. 250, twenty-five
percent to the state treasurer for deposit in the judicial information
system account as provided in RCW2.68.020, twenty-five percent to the
county current expense fund, and twenty-five percent to the county
current expense fund to fund | ocal courts.

(2) ({Fhe—eowrt—may—on—nption—by—the—otHender—FolHowng—the
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cotrt—)) With respect to financial obligations inposed for offenses

commtted on or after July 1, 2007, interest shall not accrue during
any period of tinme the offender is in total confinenent in a

correctional or state correctional institution as defined in RCW
9.94.049, an out-of-state correctional institution, or a federal
correctional i nstitution. For purposes of this section, total

confi nenent shall not include any period of total confinenent that is
due to a violation of comunity custody, comunity placenent, or
communi ty supervi sion

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. This act is necessary for the immediate
preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the
state governnent and its existing public institutions, and takes effect
July 1, 2007.
